Intelligence 
Chief Blair 
To Resign 


Washington 



National Intelligence Director 
Dennis Blair said Thursday he is 
resigning, ending a tumultuous 
16-month tenure marked by intelli- 
gence failures and 
turf wars among 
the country’s spy 


agencies. 

Blair, a retired 
Navy admiral, is 
the third director 


Blair of national intel- 

ligence, a position 

created in response to the Sept. 11 
terrorist attacks. 

Two government officials said 
several candidates have been inter- 
viewed for the national intelligence 
director’s job, which oversees the 
nation’s 16 intelligence agencies. 

His term in office was marked 
by turf batties with the CIA director 
and controversial public comments 
in the wake of the abortive Christ- 
mas Day jetliner bombing. 

Word of Blair’s resignation came 
two days after a Senate report crit- 
icized his office and other intel- 
ligence agencies for new failings 
that allowed a would-be bomber 
to board a Detroit-bound airliner 
on Christmas Day. (ap) 


Wall Street in Pessimistic Mood 



Dow falls 376 points 
as investors ponder 
possible debt crisis 

New York 

Stocks took their deepest plunge 
in more than a year Thursday as 
fears grew that Europe’s debt cri- 
sis could spread around the world 
and undermine the U.S. economic 
recovery. The possibility has been 
brewing for weeks, but analysts 
said some investors are just wak- 
ing up to it. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age fell 376 points, its biggest point 
drop since February 2009. All the 
major indexes were down well over 
3 percent and are now showing 
losses for 2010. 

Analysts said more investors 
seemed to be grasping the possi- 


bility that the U.S. recovery could 
be in jeopardy and that many were 
realizing that the stock market’s big 
rebound since March 2009 may not 
have been justified. 


“The economic recovery story 
has started to look like a mirage,” 
said Tom Samuels, manager of the 
Palantir Fund in Houston. “If that’s 
correct, stock prices are well ahead

of economic reality.” 

Investors are concerned that the 
debt problems in countries such as 
Greece and Portugal will spill over 
to other countries in Europe, cause 
a cascade of losses for big banks 
and in turn halt economic recovery 
in the U.S. and elsewhere. 

“It’s starting to look like one of 
these tragic stories were one person 
falls through the ice, then everyone 
else rushes in to help and ends up 
drowning,” analyst Edward Yarde- 
ni said, tim paradis (ap) 


Scientists Produce First Living Cells Based on Synthetic DNA 


Washington 

U.S. scientists announced a bold 
step Thursday in the enduring 
quest to create artificial life. They 
have produced a living cell pow- 
ered by man-made DNA. 

While such work can invoke 
images of Frankenstein-like sci- 
entific tinkering, it also is exciting 


hopes that it could eventually lead 
to new fuels, better ways to clean 
polluted water, faster vaccine pro- 
duction and more. 

The inventors call it the world’s 
first synthetic cell, although this 
initial step is more a re-creation of 
existing life — changing one simple 
type of bacterium into another — 
than a built-from-scratch kind.

But genome-mapping pioneer 
J. Craig Venter said his team’s 
project paves the way for the ulti- 
mate, much-harder goal: design- 
ing organisms that work differendy 
from the way nature intended. 

“This is the first self-replicat- 
ing species we’ve had on the planet 
whose parent is a computer,” Ven- 
ter said. (AP)

Oil Arrives in Wetlands 



BP admits more fuel 
is leaking in the sea 
than first estimated 

New Orleans 

BP conceded Thursday that more 
oil than it estimated is gushing into 
the Gulf of Mexico as heavy crude 
washed into Louisiana’s wetlands 
for the first time, feeding worries 
and uncertainty about the massive 
monthlong spill. 

Mark Proegler, a spokesman 
for oil giant BP PLC, said a mile- 
long tube inserted into a leaking 
pipe over the weekend is captur- 
ing 210,000 gallons a day — the 
total amount the company and 
the Coast Guard have estimated is 
gushing into the sea — but some 
is still escaping. He would not say 
how much. 

Several professors who have 
watched video of the leak have 
said they believe the amount spew- 
ing out is much more than official 


estimates 

Proegler said the 210,000 gal- 
lons figure — 5,000 barrels — 
has always been just an estimate 
because there is no way to mea- 
sure how much is spilling from 
the seafloor. 

Small amounts of light oil have 
washed up in delicate coastal areas 
of Louisiana over the past several 
weeks, but nothing like the brown 
ooze from the spill that started 


coating marsh grasses and hang- 
ing in the shallow water of a wet- 
land Wednesday. 

“This is the heavy oil that 
everyone’s been fearing that is 
here now,” Gov. Bobby Jindal said 
during a boat tour Wednesday in 
southeastern Louisiana. The wet- 
lands at the mouth of the Missis- 
sippi River are home to rare birds, 
mammals and a wide variety of 
marine life, (ap) 


Ky. Senate Nominee Clarifies Civil Rights Stance 


Washington 

Republican Senate nominee Rand 
Paul on Thursday scrambled to 
explain his criticism of the 1964 
Civil Rights Act, saying he agrees 
with its goal to end discrimination 
but questions the federal govern- 
ment’s imposing its will on busi- 
nesses. 

The Kentucky candidate issued 
a statement Thursday amid the 
fallout from a series of interviews 
in which Paul said he would have 


opposed forcing businesses to inte- 
grate under the law. 

“I support the Civil Rights Act 
because I overwhelmingly agree 
with the intent of the legislation, 
which was to stop discrimination 
in the public sphere and halt the 
abhorrent practice of segregation 
and Jim Crow laws,” Paul said in 
the statement. 

Paul added that the “federal 
government has far overreached in 
its power grabs,” and cited Presi- 
dent Obama’s health care law. He 


also said the liber- 
al establishment is 
desperate to keep 
him from being 
elected. 

Paul is an eye 
doctor who had 
Paul never run for elec- 
tive office before 
the Senate primary. He says he 
shares many of the libertarian 
views of his father. Rep. Ron Paul, 
R-Texas, a presidential candidate 
in 2008. (AP)

The harsh sentence 
for unnatural acts and gross indecency 
was expected after the same judge con- 
victed Tiwonge Chimbalanga and Steven 
Monjeza earlier this week, (ap) 

VIENNA 

U.S. Agrees to Announce 
Most Missile Launches 

The U.S. has agreed to notify other nations 
before it launches most ballistic missile 
tests or satellites, in a measure that builds 
on a landmark arms agreement with Rus- 
sia and is meant to encourage Moscow to 
reciprocate. The American decision was 
contained in a confidential note made 
available Thursday to The Associated 
Press and confirmed by three diplomats 
familiar with the issue, (ap) 


Athens 

More than 20,000 protesters 
marched through Athens to par- 
liament Thursday as unions chal- 
lenged Greece’s painful austerity 
measures with their fourth gener- 
al strike this year. 

Two separate rallies ended 
peacefully, but city officials and 
shopkeepers had taken extensive 
precautions in case the protests 
turned violent, like one two weeks 
ago in which a bank was set afire, 
killing three people inside. 

Store owners closed up and 
lowered protective shutters before 
the march got under way, and 
police deployed 1,700 officers and 


$123M in Paintings Stolen From Paris Museum in Overnight Heist 


Paris 

A broken alarm system made it as 
easy as 1-2-3: A masked intruder 
clipped a padlock, smashed a win- 
dow and stole a Picasso, a Mat- 
isse and three other masterpieces 
from a Paris museum Thursday — 
a $123 million haul that is one of 
the world’s biggest art heists. 


Offloading the artwork may 
prove a tougher task, however, with 
Interpol and collectors worldwide 
now on high alert. 

In what seemed like a thief s fan- 
tasy, the alarm system had been bro- 
ken since March in parts of the Paris 
Museum of Modern Art, according 
to the city’s mayor, Bertrand Del- 
anoe.

Premier George Papandreou, 
visiting Lebanon, said he sym- 
pathized with many of the pro- 
testers. 

“The Greek people are under- 
standably voicing their views about 
the economic crisis, and it is pain- 
ful,” Papandreou said. 

“We understand this, and I 
understand this myself We also 
know that we must move ahead 
with these changes in order to 
make the country with a viable 
economy, a competitive economy.”

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Tearful Reunions in Iran 


Mothers visit three 
Americans jailed 
in Tehran since July 

Tehran 

Three Americans jailed in Iran for 
10 months embraced their moth- 
ers and spoke of their life in Teh- 
ran’s most dreaded prison in an 
emotional reunion Thursday that 
Iranian authorities broadcast on a 
main international channel. 

The women hope their week- 
long visit will secure the release 
of Sarah Shourd, 31; her boyfriend, 
Shane Bauer, 27; and their friend 
Josh Fattal, 27. 

The mothers rushed to embrace 
their children as they entered a 


room at a high-rise hotel that over- 
looks the Evin Prison where the 
three have been held. 

They cried, laughed and kissed. 
The families enjoyed a feast of rice.

The visit was scheduled to last 
until evening, said the families’ Ira- 


nian lawyer, Masoud Shafii. 

Iran’s main task appeared 
aimed at leveraging high propagan- 
da value for allowing the visit. The 
meeting at the Esteghlal Hotel in 
Tehran received extensive coverage 
on Iran’s state-run Press TV. 

The trio have been accused of 
spying and entering Iran illegally 
after being detained on the porous 
border with Iraq last July. Relatives 
say the three were hiking in Iraq’s 
northern Kurdish region. 

Lawyer Shafii predicted it was 
“very unlikely” that the prisoners 
would be allowed to return home 
with their mothers because the case 
has not yet reached the courts. 

But he added in an interview 
with AP Television News that “any- 
thing can happen.” (ap) 


N. Korea Warns S. Korea Against Attack Retaliation 


Seoul, South Korea 

North Korea, accused of waging the 
deadliest attack on the South Korean 
military since the Korean War, flatly 
denied sinking a warship Thursday 
and warned that retaliation would 
mean “all-out war.” 

Evidence presented Thursday to 
prove North Korea fired a torpedo 
that sank a South Korean ship was 


fabricated by Seoul, North Korean 
naval spokesman Col. Pak In Ho 
told broadcaster APTN in an exclu- 
sive interview in Pyongyang. 

He warned that any move to 
sanction or strike North Korea 
would be met with force. 

“If [South Korea] tries to deal 
any retaliation or punishment, or 
if they try sanctions or a strike on 
us .... we will answer to this with 


all-out war,” he told APTN. 

An international team of civilian 
and military investigators declared 
earlier in Seoul that a North Korean 
submarine fired a homing torpedo 
at the Cheonan on March 26, ripping 
the 1,200-ton ship in two. 

Fifty-eight sailors were res- 
cued, but 46 died — South Korea’s 
worst military disaster since a truce 
ended the Korean War in 1953. (ap)

Reason for Red Line 
Metro accident will 
be publicized July 27 

Washington 

The National Transportation Safe- 
ty Board will release the cause of 
last year’s deadly Red Line crash 
during a meeting July 27, accord- 
ing to NTSB spokesman Keith 
Holloway. 

The NTSB released an advi- 
sory on Thursday that said the 
board will meet “to consider a 
final report” on the accident, which 
killed nine people and injured 80 
on June 22. It was the deadliest 
crash in Metro history. 

Since the June 22 crash, Metro 
has been dogged by a series of laps-

The NTSB held a three-day 
hearing about the Red Line crash 
in February. The hearings includ- 
ed pointed questions about safe- 
ty lapses at Metro and testimo- 
ny about subway oversight across 
the country. 

As the hearing concluded, hear- 
ing chairman Robert L. Sumwalt 
Jr. said the sessions had been pro- 
ductive. The panel heard from 21 
witnesses. 

“We got new information, 
important factual information, and 
that is one of the very significant 
parts of the hearing,” he said. “We 
are here on a fact-finding investi- 
gation. We are here to learn from 
this tragedy ... so it does not happen

Report: D.C. 
Tops Ranks 
For Gains in 
Reading 

Washington 

A federal study of trends in 11 major 
urban school systems shows that 
only one has made significant gains 
in reading achievement since 2007 
in fourth and eighth grades: D.C. 
public schools. 

That finding emerges from an 
analysis of 2009 National Assess- 
ment of Educational Progress data 
made public Thursday morning. 

For the District, the study 
offers fresh signs of momentum 
for a school system long regarded 
among the nation’s worst and bol- 
sters Mayor Adrian M. Fenty’s con- 
tention that the hard-charging but 
controversial chancellor he hired 
three years ago, Michelle A. Rhee, 
is on the right track.

High school students and col- 
lege-age adults had complained 
to District officials that the free 
condoms the city offers are not of 
good enough quality and are too 
small, and that getting them from 
school nurses “was just like ask- 
ing Grandma or Auntie ” 

So, D.C. officials have now 
decided to stock up on Trojan brand 
condoms and the supersized Tro- 
jan “Magnum” product, and have 
begun to authorize teachers or 
counselors, preferably male, to 
distribute condoms to students if 
they complete a 30-minute, online 
training course called “WrapMC” 
— for “Master of Condoms.” 

“If people get what they don’t 
want, they are just going to trash 
them,” said T. Squalls, 30, who 
attends the University of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. “So, why not 
spend a few extra dollars and get 
what people want?” 

Health officials and consum- 
er advocates say there’s no differ- 
ence between the Trojan brand and 
the less-expensive Durex condoms 
now offered by the city in prevent- 
ing sexually transmitted diseases 
and unwanted pregnancies. But 
with Trojan condoms considered 
the better-known brand, city offi- 
cials say they are willing to spend 
an extra few thousand dollars a 
year to entice more sexually active 
teenagers to practice safer sex.

According to Shannon L. Hader, director of D.C.’s HIV/AIDS 
administration, the District and New York City are the only 
cities in the country with large-scale, publicly financed 
condom distribution programs run through health depart- 
ments. Officials in both cities have been grappling over 
howto make government-issued condoms more appealing. 

m What N.Y.C. did: New York, which began its program in 
1971, created its brand of free condoms packaged in distinct 
wrappers selected by residents in an online poll.

they wanted,” said David A. Cata- 
nia, I-At large, the chairman of the 
Health Committee. 

The addition of the more expen- 
sive Trojan products is the latest 
example of an extraordinary effort 
by officials to flood city streets with 


latex to battle HIV/AIDS. 

The District, where studies show 
3 percent of the residents have HIV, 
recently received a grant to offer 
free female condoms. And, in what 
is believed to be a first for a local 
government, the city is mailing up 


to 10 free condoms at a time to city 
residents who request them online. 
Free condoms are also now avail- 
able at more than 100 locations, 
including barber shops, liquor 
stores and youth centers. 

“We want to support the reg- 


ularization of condom use city- 
wide,” said Shannon L. Hader, 
director of the city’s HIV/AIDS 
administration. “We are promot- 
ing this idea that using condoms 
is healthy ... to try to destigmatize 
condom use not only for kids but 
for grown-ups.” 

Scientists and District health 
officials said Trojan’s appeal is a 
response to the company’s effec- 
tive marketing. 

“The gold package certainly 
has a little bit of the bling qual- 
ity,” said Michael Kharfen, the 
spokesman for the city HIV/AIDS 
administration. 

Steve Mare, a senior brand man- 
ager for Atlanta-based Durex, said

She may not have eyes in the back of her 
head, but Corinne Brandstetter hasn’t had 
much trouble keeping tabs on her kids. That’s 
because her family of four’s less than 900- 
square-foot, two-bedroom condo in Res- 
ton (the couple recently moved into a larger 
townhouse in Ashburn) made it easy to see 
if they’re up to no good. 

“I think it’s been a great place to have 
small kids,” says the 33-year-old stay-at- 
home mom. “The kids [ages five and two] 
are always so close to me and there are no 
stairs, so I don’t ever have to worry about 
them going up and down the stairs.” 

That kind of one-level living is an advan- 
tage condo-dwelling families have over 
broods living in a multistory townhouse or 
single-family home; baby-proofing is often 
less expensive in smaller spaces. But a condo 
can prove challenging in other ways when 
it comes to keeping Junior out of trouble — 
think about high balconies and open floor 
plans where every cupboard or gadget is with- 
in reach. A few simple precautions can go a 
long way toward protecting your tots. 

Take the ever-popular open floorplan 
found in many new condos these days. 

“The advantage is that wherever the par- 
ent is, they can generally see the child, and

the best way to prevent uninten- 
tional injury is by constant supervi- 
sion ” says Michele Spahr, president 
of Safe Start Baby (Safestartbaby. 
com), which offers baby-proofing 
services throughout the D.C. area. 
“But the disadvantage is that kids 
can gain access to everything. 
It’s not easy to block off a room 
because the rooms are all joined 
together.” 

To limit tiny adventurers to cer- 
tain areas, Spahr advises arrang- 
ing gates together to form a play 
yard for babies. When the little ones 
outgrow the enclosure, the same 
gates can be used to cordon off a 
computer area or another adults- 
only portion of a room. 

Homes without stairs are a 
major plus for toddlers because they 
eliminate the need for gates around 
steps. “The fewer gates you have, 
the lower the cost of baby-proofing 
is going to be,” Spahr says. 

Grownups need to look at every- 
thing in their space from a pint- 
sized point of view. 

“Children are creative, out-of- 
the-box thinkers,” says Kimberlee 
Mitchell, a spokesperson for the 
Safety 1st Squad, an offshoot of 
the Safety 1st kids’ gear manufac- 
turer that offers in-home consulta- 
tions and product recommendations 
(Safetylst.com). Kids are “the most 
brilliant little MacG 3 wers who can 
and often do use items for purpos- 
es they were not created for.”

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To prevent kids from turning 
everyday household objects into 
potentially lethal weapons, use 
straps to attach to the walls flat- 
screen TVs, bookcases and other 
pieces of furniture that could tip 
over. Move anything breakable or 
harmful out of kids’ reach. Cover 
outlets and power strips with spe- 
cial protectors, and bundle wires for 
the computer and TV so that little 
hands can’t pull at them. 

“You need to make sure that 
every cabinet is latched, that the 
bathroom door is closed,” says Joni 
Aarden of D.C.-based MOOI Green 
Baby Proofing (Greenbabyproofing, 
com). “You have to be completely 
detail-oriented.” 

Though lots of kids like to 
embrace their inner Bobby Flays, 
it’s safest to keep them out of the 
kitchen all together, especially while 


you’re cooking. But if that’s impos- 
sible, take precautions to protect 
your littie Iron Chefs. Lock cabinets 
where you store knives, glass dishes, 
and cleaning products; put guards 
on the stove; and use the back burn- 
ers as much as possible. 

And while a tenth-floor unit 
might give you sweeping views of 
the city, windows and balconies 
also present some safety issues. In 
addition to standard locks, baby- 
proofing experts recommend that 
windows have guards to keep them 
from opening all the way, which 
prevents a child from falling out. 

A multilevel townhouse gives 
parents more space to play with, so 
it’s easier to stash medications on 
a high shelf or create a room that 
only Daddy can use. But all those 
stairs will call for lots of gates. 

Jennifer Gendell, a 42-year-old

financial analyst and a single mom, 
moved into her three-story Ballston 
duplex when her now nearly 3-year- 
old daughter was a baby. She had 
Safe Start Baby make a full assess- 
ment of her home. 

“I had them put gates at the top 
and bottom of the stairs,” she says. 
“I wouldn’t have thought to do the 
bottom of the stairs, but they said 
the majority of accidents happen 
when kids go up the stairs and 
then fall down.” 

No matter where you live, how- 
ever, gates, locks and other deter- 
rents will never replace the watch- 
ful eye of a parent. “Child-proofing 
is really just a helping hand for 
Mom and Dad,” says Mitchell. “You 
need to back up every child-safety 
device with education, discipline, 
and supervision. That’s the recipe

a-rope required. 

“Thirty years ago, people didn’t 
think about security as much,” says 
Sam Splaine, president and founder 
of Kensington, Md.-based Splaine 
Security Systems Inc. (Splainesys- 
tems.com). “Now all condo associa- 
tions realize this is something they 
need to do. It’s a lot more attrac- 
tive to move into a safe environ- 
ment.” 

In the security business since 
1977, Splaine launched his family- 
run company in 1993. Along the way, 
Splaine Security Systems has been 
tasked with securing local schools 
and landmarks plus the homes of 
countless Washington VIPs, from 
senators and congressmen to mem- 
bers of the Washington Redskins, 
Nationals and Capitals teams. 

Naturally, Splaine says, much of 
a condo dweller’s safety depends 
on decisions made by management 
and the homeowners association, 
from access control to security cam- 
eras. But that doesn’t render you 
helpless. In fact, he says it’s criti- 
cal to ask the following questions 
before you sign on the dotted line 
— and once you’re a voting mem- 
ber of the board. 

How does the building control 
access? 

Leave latchkey kids where they 
belong — in Rockwellian towns 


and suburbs where locking the 
door is little more than a formal- 
ity. Modern condo buildings in 
urban settings stay secure, thanks 
to digital entry systems, which 
guard residents 
against misplaced 
or stolen keys. 
“Access control is 
very important,” 
Splaine says. “You, 
as a resident, must 
have some way to 
get into the condo 
that’s not open to the public, usu- 
ally in the form of a card reader. 
That way, if you lose your card, you 
can have it disabled, unlike with 
a key.” Tip: Splaine recommends 
products by Continental Instru- 
ments (Cicaccess.com). 

Are there security cameras? 

Hung by entrances and parking 
spaces (whether underground or 
outside), cameras that capture 
on-site activity are one of the best 
defenses against theft and break- 
ins, Splaine says. But even more 
critical is a simple, clearly word- 
ed warning to would-be ruffians 
that the area is being recorded and 
watched. “Cameras are a deter- 
rent, especially if you post signage 
that says that these premises are 
viewed by cameras recording activ- 
ity,” he says. Splaine’s pick for cam- 
era equipment: ProVideo products 
(Provideo.com). 

How does the building detect fires? 

Though city code requires fire 
detectors in each unit of new build- 
ings, old complexes aren’t always 
up to code. Condo owners are wise 
to explore the building’s fire-safe- 
ty protocol: If there’s a fire, what 
method of detection is available? 
How are tenants notified? Is there 
a sprinkler system? Are there horns 
and strobe lights? 

“More people die from fires than 
they do from burglaries,” Splaine 
says. “You want to know if there’s 
a fire going on next door, without 
waiting until it’s burning through 

the wall.” KATIE KNOROVSKY

“American Modern” ($50, Abrams), 
the 48-year-old shows his vision in 
seven homes, from a country estate 
to a Manhattan duplex. 

“Every generation is a creator 
of its own modernism,” writes 
O’Brien. The book illustrates in 
crisp, clear photographs and prose 
his blending of casual and formal, 
old and new. He discusses topics 
such as arranging artwork and 
shows how stylish your accesso- 
ries and books can look organized 
on trays. 

The designer is most comfort- 
able in a neutral palette of creams, 
browns and grays and has a fond- 
ness for antiques with a fine pati- 
na. His bedrooms are calm, bath- 
rooms old-fashioned and kitchens 
practical. Budgets are big, but the 
range of collections is vast and 
intriguing: 1950s Georg Jensen 
flatware, 1820s Georgian chairs, 
Mexican folk embroidered table- 
cloths and Man Ray photographs 
all live well together. 

O’Brien, who grew up in upstate 
New York, began his career as cre- 
ative director at Polo Ralph Lau- 
ren, working on the firm’s origi- 
nal home collection and decorating 
Lauren’s home in Bedford, N.Y. 
In 1992, he opened Aero Studios, 
a business that today includes 
interior design, a retail store and 
product design. He creates fur- 


niture for Hickory Chair, table- 
ware for Reed & Barton and bath 
fittings for Waterworks. He also 
styles hotel and restaurant inte- 
riors. For five years, he has been 
one of the designer names at Tar- 
get, with his affordable, chic Vin- 
tage Modern collection of stream- 
lined tableware, rattan CD baskets, 
cashmere and wool throws, and 
oak side tables. 

He spoke to us by phone from 
his SoHo studio, jura koncius 

(THE WASHINGTON POST) 

What do you think is the most 
successful and lasting product in 
your Vintage Modern collection for 
Target? 

There are always new generations 
of things at Target, but I think the 
most classic and perhaps most 
important of all is my towel. There 
was so much development to get 
the quality we wanted. I wanted an 
earthy, modern palette, so I have 
colors such as brown, navy, black 
and pebble. The tone of the colors 
was very important — they feel 
slightly vintage or earthy.

One of my favorite rooms in the 
book is the all-white kitchen in 
your own 1833 Bellport, Long is- 
land, house, it has a very nostalgic 
look.

I tried to use ages-old kitchen mate- 
rials and make it utilitarian. I like 
kitchens with glossy, glossy paint, 
and I put it on the walls and ceiling 
so it looks more industrial. I actu- 
ally used an industrial high-gloss 
enamel in Safety White by Ben- 
jamin Moore. I did white marble 
counters. It has sort of a European 
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feel, luminous and elegant. 

Where is a good place to begin 
designing a room? 

Start with a sofa. It’s the biggest 
thing in a space. Sometimes a car- 
pet can be the beginning. The thing 
that most changes a space is fab- 
ric. The investment of bedding is 
one of the special and affordable 
ways you can completely change 
a bedroom. I recommend clients 
buy more than one set of sheets, 
which can be interspersed. Build- 
ing a linen closet is like building 
a wardrobe; you invest in it over 
time. I mix my Target sheets with 
lots of things, including a won- 
derful pale blue linen duvet cover 
from Muji. 

Your book has beautiful photo- 
graphs but also more text than 



many recent interior design 
books. Why did you choose this 
approach? 

I decided to do individual essays 
on my projects, with real content 
about how I refined them, discuss- 
ing client relationships and what 
it takes to put a house together. I 
wanted to identify specific items

as much as possible. And I want- 
ed to show that something can 
be modern, even if it starts with 
the most traditional Litchfield, 
Conn., house. 

Some people say 20-somethings 
aren’t into collecting. Do you 
think there will be another gener- 
ation of collectors out there? 

Yes. There is a huge phenomenon 
of collecting, and that is what eBay 
is all about. It can start with some- 
thing as simple as Beanie Babies 
— you find out there is one rare 
purple one that you want, because 
only 375 of them were made. Peo- 
ple crave knowledge about what 
they collect. You get that online 
and by visiting dealers. I remem- 
ber going to auctions as a child 
with my grandmother, who col- 
lected early American glass.

Tiny live-work pads 
are ideal for some 
young professionals

Matt Sesow pulled out the oven 
and dishwasher in his Adams Mor- 
gan efficiency condo to add stor- 
age space for paints and paintings. 
Every table is used for his art — or 
for storing paint or brushes. Even 
his small seating area doubles as 
a place to frame paintings on their 
way to galleries or clients. 

His 600 -square-foot live-and- 
work space overflows with the tools 
of his trade — and he wouldn’t swap 
it for a luxury condo or a sprawl- 
ing house in the suburbs. 

“It’s pretty much all about the 
painting,” said Sesow, who likes 
waking up and starting work in 
his pajamas. He said he’s living “as 
close to a utopia as I could get.” 

The typical Washington area 
home is big. Half of the housing 
stock has more than 2,496 square 
feet, according to census data, and 
often such homes have great rooms, 
media rooms and even bonus rooms 
above the garage. But a sliver of res- 
idents select smaller digs — studio 
condos and one-bedroom apart- 
ments that are less than one-third 
of the area’s median-size home. 

People select smaller spaces for 


many reasons, including economic 
necessity. They may want to spend 
more of their money on travel, as 
Sesow does, or to avoid a consum- 
er-driven culture. 

“It’s a question of affordabili- 
ty,” said John Mcllwain, a senior 
fellow at the Urban Land Insti- 
tute. With the job market still suf- 
fering, those who are buying are 
going for lower-priced real estate 
— and that usually means smaller 
places. Many 20-somethings think 
their laptops give them license for 
mobile work, so they expect to labor 
on their kitchen table. And the 
work-from-home trends are likely 
to accelerate in this economic cli- 
mate, Mcllwain said. 

Andy Klatt believes in it, work- 
ing as a consultant for a property 
management software company 
from his 450-square-foot studio in 
a complex near 11th and M streets 
NW. His rent, $1,200 a month, 
looked like a deal compared with 
other places in the area, he said. 

“I actually took a pay cut to take 
this job — to get me at home,” Klatt 
said. “It was a life choice.” 

He said he loves the lack of 
office politics and commuting 
traffic, and enjoys working while 
lounging on his couch-bed. He has 
no desk or file cabinets. “I keep it 
really small. ... I don’t want my 
home to feel like an office,” he said.

Though he and Strasburg were 
drafted the same day, Storen signed 
within 24 hours, while Strasburg 
waited more than two months to 
agree to a deal.

If you’re a kitchen newbie, or if it’s your first 
time hosting a brunch, you’re probably going 
to think big: grande cappuccinos, monster 
omelets and copious cocktails. But while a 
supersized menu appeals to empty stomachs, 
it might keep you in the kitchen for hours. 

More isn’t always more when it comes to brunch, says Alex Guar- 
naschelli, host of the Food Network’s “Alex’s Day Off’ (Sundays 
at 9:30 a.m.). “I love Coco Chanel’s expression: Get dressed and 
then, on your way out the door, remove at least one accessory,” 
Guarnaschelli says. “You can make a list of 10 things that you 
want to make — but then shave it down to six.” 

To prevent the inevitable door- 
bell-ring-freakout (“Do I have enough 
food?” “Am I running late?”), arrange 
low-fuss items, such as cheese and 
meat, on platters before guests arrive. 
And stick with basic recipes. Guarna- 
schelli suggests a veggie-filled fritta- 
ta, which “looks much more elaborate 
than the preparation time implies.” 

Beginners should feel free to cut 
corners, if it means they’ll get to spend 
more time with guests. Buy pre-made 
cream cheese and mix in some fresh 
herbs or fruits, suggests Olga Berman, 
31, an economist and an Arlington res- 
ident who has blogged about her own 
brunches at Mangotomato.blogspot. 
com. Or let friends contribute: “It’s 
fun to have each person bring an item 
that they like,” Berman says. 

Farmers markets are another rich source of midday fare; try 
the sweet quarkbrot (a German breakfast bread) from Quail 
Creek Farm (Quailcreekfarm.com; available at the Freshfarm 
Market near the White House on Thursdays and the Arling- 
ton Farmers’ Market on Saturdays).

A PECULIAR PHENOMENON occurs every Sunday 
in the dining room of Logan Circle eatery Birch & Barley 
(1337 14th St. NW; 202-567-2576). Where just hours earlier, 
patrons were quietly chatting during formal Saturday 
night dinners, Sunday brunchers are now raising the 
decibel level to raucous new heights. 

“People are literally laughing so loud we can hear them 
from the kitchen,” says Birch & Barley’s pastry chef. Tiffany 
Macisaac. That’s the thing about this meal — it’s a casual, 
laid-back luxury. “A lot of people use brunch to keep the 
party going from the weekend,” Macisaac says. 

Restaurants don’t have a monopoly on a good time, 
however. Hosting your own brunch bash can be more 
charming, intimate and flexible than going out for a 
midday feast, and the anything-goes spirit of the meal 
definitely works to your advantage as host. (Plus, you 
and your guests won’t have to wait for a table — hooray!) 
Try these strategies to make your next daylight soiree as 
relaxing as, well, Sunday morning, katie aberbach (express) 
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CROWDS 


Whether it’s a baby slower for a dozen 
or a Father’s Day gathering for the whole 
fam, brunches for bunches pose their own 
challenges — namely, the struggle to please 
many taste buds (without offending your 
friend Pam, the vegetable-hating vegan). 

Advance planning often eases the stress. The night before 
your party, set the table and finalize your menu. Then, get 
a jump start on the recipes. If you’re making biscuits, for 
example, mix up the batter. 

When she hosts large brunches, Guarnaschelli says, 
she often bakes one item the night before, such as a coffee 
cake or corn bread. “Taking an extra step like that makes 
it seem like you did so much work the day of,” Guarna- 
schelli says. “And no one’s any the wiser.” 

For dishes you’re making from scratch on the morn- 
ing of your brunch, gather all the ingredients, from eggs 
to bacon to butter, before you even turn on a burner. “You 
want to have everything completely ready to go into a pan 
before everyone gets there, or else you’ll be scrambling like 
crazy,” says Kyle Bailey, executive chef at Birch & Barley. 

With a packed house, it’s smart to stick with fami- 
ly-style or buffet service. Platters of pre-arranged finger 
foods and cold salads are your friends. 

And don’t forget ambiance: “Always have fresh flow- 
ers,” Berman says. 



For crowds, arrange finger food on trays before the party begins. 
Olga Berman’s Red Caviar appetizers are excellent pre-feast nibbles.

For a crowd-pleasing punch, mix up a 
concoction that can serve as both an 
alcoholic or non-alcoholic libation. “You 
don't have to have a boozy brunch every 
time," Guarnaschelli says. Try one of her 
fruity faves: Stir up simple syrup with 
lemon zest, sugar and water, then add 
either sparkling water or vodka.

Typical lunchtime or dinnertime dishes wake up 
the taste buds when they include morning sta- 
ples. “You can make a breakfast pizza with eggs 
and potatoes on top, or use those ingredients in 
breakfast burritos,” Berman says. 

After a full day of serving brunch, the chefs at 
Birch & Barley often treat themselves to “break- 
fast lasagna” — layers of French toast, eggs and 
bacon, among other toppings. 

Or, seek out unusual ingredients for standard 
fare. Macisaac recommends visiting a farmers 
market to stock up on local eggs from hens, ducks, 
quail and even ostriches: “They’re delicious and 
are a really cool way to make your brunch special.” 
Check out the pasture-raised eggs from Evensong 
Farm (Evensong-farm.com; available at the Silver 
Spring FreshFarm Market on Saturdays). 



DRINKS 


Beer makes an unexpected accompaniment to 
brunch, as diners at the beer-friendly Birch & 
Barley have found. “Brunch is basically dessert; 
it's heavy and fatty and sweet and delicious, so 
keep your beer on the lighter side," Bailey says. 
You can even experiment with beer in cocktails; 
the restaurant serves a Bloody Mary with beer.

This Leisurely, 
meditative film stars Annette Bening 
as a bitter physical therapist mourn- 
ing the child she gave up for adop- 
tion, Naomi Watts as an unexpect- 
edly pregnant career gal and Kerry 
Washington as a woman Looking to 
adopt. They spend a Lot of time whin- 
ing about the nature of motherhood, 
which is funny because very few real- 
life moms have time to whine. 

I will hand “Mother and Child" 
this — it had the best advice I’ve ever 
heard for new parents. During one 
bout of fussing, the Kerry Washington 
character’s mom calmly says: “Cut 
out this [expletive] whining and grow 
the [expletive] up. Be the mother." 

If “Mother and Child" has any point 
at all, it’s: Stop musing about being 
a mom. Just get out the Tylenol, or 
crayons, or graham crackers, or what- 
ever your kid needs, and get to it. 

That’s the fireworks factory. Too 
bad the explosions weren’t worth the 
drive.

A fourth animated film 
breathes life back into the 
big-green-ogre franchise 


Film Review 

The Shrek we meet at the start of “Shrek Forev- 
er After” is a shell of an ogre: mean and green 
on the outside, but all mellow yellow inside. 
Married life and fatherhood have made him 
soft, and no longer scary. 

Can this be the monster that we know and 
love, or is he merely going through the motions, 
catering to the clamoring crowds who want to 
see him do what he’s always done? 

The same thing might be asked of the 
movie, the fourth and supposedly final chap- 
ter in the animated series. Has “Shrek Forev- 
er After” still got it, or is it just a crass attempt 
to cash in on a now-tired franchise? 

Believe it or not, there’s life in the old boy 
yet. After a disappointing third outing, this 
“Shrek” brings the cycle of fairy-tale-themed 
films to a fine finish. 

The premise itself will sound familiar. Not 
from earlier Shrek movies, but from the 1946 
film “It’s a Wonderful Life.” In an attempt to 
get back some of his mojo, if only for a day, 
Shrek (voiced by Mike Myers) finds himself 
in the position of George Bailey, in a world in 
which he has never been born. 

That’s because he makes a deal with Rum- 
pelstiltskin (Walt Dohrn). Shrek gets 24 hours 
to live the life he used to have, before fame and 
family came along and, in return, Rumpel- 
stiltskin gets to take a day from Shrek’s life. 

Our hero should have read the fine print 
more carefully. Rumpelstiltskin picks the day 
Shrek was born, meaning that, while Shrek 
now finds himself in a world unencumbered 
by diapers and responsibility, it’s also a world

in which all the good he’s done has 
had no effect. Fortunately, there’s 
an escape clause: If he and Fiona 
(Cameron Diaz) share one “true 
love’s kiss,” Shrek gets his old life 
back. If he doesn’t, he’ll evaporate 
come sunrise. 

That much is reminiscent of the 
first two movies, which also revolved 
around the power of a transformative kiss. 

But there’s enough here that’s clever and new 
— and at times very funny — to keep things 
from feeling stale. 

Many beloved old characters return, only 
much transformed. Gingy the gingerbread 
man (Conrad Vernon) is now a scarred pro- 
fessional gladiator, fighting animal crackers 
in an arena for sport. Donkey (Eddie Mur- 
phy) is a mangy beast of burden, pulling 
the paddy wagon into which Shrek is 
thrown after he’s captured. Most hilar- 
iously, Puss (Antonio Banderas) can no 
longer fit into his boots, having put on well 
more than a few pounds as Fiona’s pampered

Film Review 

With “Mother and Child ” Rodrigo 
Garcia (“Nine Lives ” “Things You 
Can Tell Just by Looking at Her”) 
brings his finely calibrated sense 
of drama to the subject of adop- 
tion, which he handles with char- 
acteristic restraint and insight — 
at least until the film’s maudlin, 
too-pat finale. 

That sharp, melodramatic turn 
is a shame, because so much of 
what has gone before in “Moth- 
er and Child” is of real quality. 
Annette Bening plays Karen, who 
gave her baby up for adoption at 
15. Naomi Watts plays Elizabeth, 
Karen’s biological daughter, now 
a successful lawyer. In a parallel 
story line, Lucy (Kerry Washing- 
ton) decides to adopt and meets 
a potential birth mother named 
Ray (Shareeka Epps). 

In a series of spiky, high- 
ly charged encounters reminis- 
cent of the HBO series “In Treat- 
ment” (which Garcia produces), 
the filmmaker creates intimate, 
refreshingly frank portraits of 
women coming to grips with the

joy, grief, unresolved longing and 
ineffable mystery that make the 
adoption narrative such an abid- 
ing cinematic fascination. 

But as absorbing as the per- 
formances are, Garcia too often 
plays into tired stereotypes about 
adoption, from troubled biologi- 
cal mothers and damaged adopt- 
ees to processes that go tragically 
awry. After one character under- 
goes a particularly lightning-speed 
change in temperament, the direc- 
tor lays on a ludicrously coinci- 
dental plot twist with sentimen- 
tal bathos that nearly swamps 
everything that’s gone before.

BABIES (PG,79 minutes) Aportrait of four 
infants, “Babies" invites viewers simply 
to revel in babies’ being babies while 
chronicling childhood throughout the 
world. Two affluent couples raise their 
daughters with no expenses spared. In 
Tokyo, Mari’s father talks on a cell phone 
while fiddling with a mobile over her crib; 
in California, Hattie’s mother responds 
to bad behavior with parenting books. 
Far away, a Mongolian boy who shares 


bathwater with a goat is tied to a bedpost 
when left alone; a girl in Africa pounds red 
clayfrom dirt. Through these sequences, 
“Babies" suggests privilege and depriva- 
tion are relative and highlights the grand 
universalsofgrowing up. “Babies" shows 
every child reaches the same milestones 
of learning to walk and talk with feelings 
of triumph and hope, (ah) 

IRON MAN 2 (PG-13, 126 minutes) The 
best thing about “Iron Man" was Robert 
Downey Jr.’s cheekand expressiveness. 
The worst was the hardware. The sequel 
drowns any potential sophistication in 
a busy, unfocused clatter of cross-talk 
punctuated by occasional fender-bender 
royales. But a terrific villain is a ter- 


rible thing to waste — namely Mickey 
Rourke’s Ivan Vanko, who as the movie 
opens is working in Moscow on a metal- 
lic exoskeleton that will rival Iron Man’s 
both in technological complexity and 
destructive throw-weight. When Vanko 
confronts Tony Stark (Downey) for their 
first showdown at the Grand Prix in 
Monaco, it’s clear the film will be pro- 
pelled by Oedipal psychological issues 
and struggles with mortality. Aw, who’s 
anybody kidding? It’s propelled by stuff 
getting blown up, strafed, consumed by 
fireballsand blasted into oblivion, allot 
which occurs with the dull sense of due
